Rescues Derelicts of Society and Tries to 
Steer Them Straight on Life’s 
Thoroughfare 


( I I H 'Af IO, 
April 
24.—Chicago's 
new Moral's Court 
tho 
first of its 
kind iii tho world 
is operating upon 
the theory that there is no derelict 
(ti society, no m atter how depraved, 
no m atter how long or how harden­ 
ed in vice, but that * still 
harbors 
collie spark of good citizenship and 
m oral betterm ent 
The morals court 
is iii its third week today, 
In that 
short 
time, according to those who 
v.ere most instrum ental in bringing 
it into being, it has dem onstrated its 
place by the great good 
already ac­ 
complished through it. 
The theory on 
which 
this 
new 
court is being conducted is not being 
preached from a pulpit as an abstract 
proposition, 
it is being put to actual 
practice every day, with sociological 
experts, who crowd the 
benches 
of 
the courtroom, looking on 
and ta k ­ 
ing notes. 
They believe it an essen­ 
tial p a n of any city which is striv­ 
ing to clean out the morally leprous 
spots in the community.
